Into the garden spots of France, 
tearing up their rich farms and 
viaeytrde with their cruel shells, 
glHnff the. ground with shrapnel 
el»i digging great 
shell 
craters 


laTo the richly cultivated lands. 


People said It would be years 


and years before this devastated 
country could be farmed 
again, 


until the sub-soil could 
become 


seasoned by exposure to light and 
air and thoroughly fertilized. But 
these prophets of calamity 
were 


wrong. __ 


Already in some places the very 


wounds of France have 
nought 


forth abundance. 
An 
American 


agricultural expert who is experi- 
menting In the devastated region 
finds that the shell torn land is 
productive and that even the shell 
craters may be cult.vated. 


The rich top soil, this expert ex- 


plains, had to fall somewhere, and 
though It is redistributed it has 
fallen 
back 
onto the land. The 


chalky sub-soil has been found to 
be rich in hrne and other useful 
agents and, what is more, tiie very 
shells of the enemy brought with 
them thousands of dollars' worth 
of the finest potash which, as we 
all know, is a valuable fertilizer. 
So with very little work, the sur- 


face debris was removed, the land 
leveled off and the crops planted? 


And then the miracle happened. 


To the great surprise of the French 
themselves, the seeds grew, 
and 


gaping shell holes were made green 
again. 


Human beings, too, have their 


shell craters of 
the 
soul—thoss 


great rents and holes which hare 
been torn in the heart by hurts 
and disappointments, and gouged 
with ugl> furrows by the shell and 
shrapnel of adversity. 


Most of us are tempted to look 


at these deep furrows, and see in 
them only the promise of harden- 
ed, ugly scars 
But 
such shell 


craters, like those of France, can 
be made to blossom with flowers 
of character and 
understanding, 


such as wouid never have grown 
there if the deep hub-soil had not 
been stirred and the latent quali- 
ties within us discovered. 


Without them shall holes most 


of us are content to live 
surface 


lives fed only by the 
superficial 


surface soil. But an inspired gaud 
ener may discove'- neb 
posfeibili- 


ties in the very shell craters which 
the bitterest hurts tear in 
their 


hearts, and may learn 
to 
grow 


there, somtthmg more 
beautiful 


than mere jagged, hardened, scar 
tissue.
